How the Old Soldier of the Union Was Re« 
membered Throughout the Country on 
Mis Sixty-BPhird Birthday—A General Avc- 
Knowledgement. 

New York, April 28.—Precisely at 
noon yesterday General Grant, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Grant, Mrs. Sartoris, and 
U.S. Grant, Jr., left his house for a drive 
in the park. Ie was absent only half an 
hour. During the morning the residents 
of the block on which the General resides 
hung out flags from their windows 
iu honor of the General’s  sixty- 
third birthday. In the morning school 
children gathered about the policeman 
in front of the Grant residence, and plied 
him with questious. During the day 
notes of congratulation and baskets of 
flowers Were constantiy arriving. lud- 
sou Post, G. A. R., of Fair Haven, N. Y., 
sent a set of resolutions on white silk 
and blue velvet; and General Grant yes- 
terday mailed 250 letters acknowledging 
the reccipt of similar tokens from all 
parts of the country. 

Among the senders of flowers and 
Other beautiful presents were Andrew 
Carnegie, General Horace Porter, George 
and Mrs, Fish, Mrs. A. B. Cornell, Judge 
Ingraham, aud a host of others, birth- 
day cards were sent by the basket of the 
most c: stly finish and unique design. 
The Gencral remained in the drawing- 
room with the members of his family un- 
til after ten o’clock ths evening. He 
scemed tired but held up amazingly. He 
scemcd supremely happy, and joined in 
the conversation with much spirit. 

General Grant sends the following for 
publication: 

To the various army posts, societies, cities, 
publ e schools, States, corporations and in- 
dividuals, North and South, who have been 
80 kin 1as to send me congratulations on my 
sixty-third bi.thday, I wish to offer my 
grateful acknowledgments. The dispatches 
have been so numerous and so touching in 
tone, thut it would have been impossible to 
answer them if Lhat been in perfect health.

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., April 28.—The 
flags on the Post-office and Court-house, 
and city oflices were hoisted yesterday in 
honor of General Grant’s  sixty-third 
birthday. At a public meeting 
held last’ night not one-third 
of the peopte who desired could ob- 
lain admittance.. Governor Gray pre- 
sided. Speeches were made by Senator 
Ilarrison, ex-Senator McDonald, ex-Gov- 
ernor Porter, Governor Gray and others. 
A memorial address to General Grant, 
expressing the love and admiration of 
the people of Indiana, irrespective of 
party, for him as a soldier and statesman 
was adopted, and copies ordered to be 
sent to the General. The meeting was a 
great success.

A FATEFUL FIRE. 


Twelve Firemen Entombed in the Ruins 
of Falling Walls—The Injured.

A BAD SMASH. 
Collision, With Fatal Results, on the Iron 

Mountain Road, Near St. Louis—A Lot of 

Railroad Magnates Shaken Up—The 

Killed and Injured 

St. Louis, Mo., April 28.—-A disastrous 
collision occurred on the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, at 1:10 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, ata point known as White House 
Station—the seventeen-mile post—be- 
tween Cliff Cave. and Wickes, south of 
Jefferson Barracks. The trains coming 
together were the Montesano accommo- 
dation, bound north, and a special train 
having?on board a party of Texas & Pa- 
cific Railroad officials, who were going 
south to inspect the road and at- 
tend a meeting of the Texas 
& Pacific Directory at Marshall, Tex. 
The members of the party were General 
I. J. Wistar, General Markoe, Wm. D. 
Winson, John N. Hutchinson, Directors 
of the Texas Pacific, all of Philadel- 
phia; Philip Toland, of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad; C. E. Satterlee, of New York, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the ‘Texas Pa- 
cific; ex-Governor John C. Brown, Gen- 
eral Solicitor Southwestern system, and 
Superintendent Kerrigan of the Iron 
Mountain Road. 

The special had the right of way, but 
through a misunderstanding of the train 
dispatcher the conductor and engineer of 
the Montesano train did not get 
instructions to wait until the special 
had passed. The road at the point 
of the collision follows under the 
high bluffs along the river, and the track 
necessarily makes a good many sharp 
curves. ‘The special train was moving at 
arate of about thirty miles an hour, 
while the other train ran about twenty- 
tive miles an hour, and came upon each 
other at the apex of a very sharp curve. 


THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


The engineer of the special, Wm. Stev- 
enson, was badly injured internally and 
received various bruises and_ scalp 
wounds. His engineer, Louis Christ, 
was caught in the wreck and both his 
legs torn from his body, and his chest 
was crushed in. 

_ Philip Toland, a nephew of General 
Wistar, of the Texas & Pacific Road, and 
connected with the locomotive depart- 
ment of the Pennsylvania Road, had re- 
ceived permission from Superintendent 
Kerrigan to ride on the engine of the 
special, and he, like the fireman, was 
caught in the debris and frightfully 
mangled, one leg having been torn off 
and his chest crushed in, killing him in- 
stantly. 

Ex-Governor Brown, Second Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Texas & Pacific, was thrown 
forward to the floor and his shoulder dis- 
located. 

General Wistar was slightly hurt on the 
head, and all were more or less shaken 
up and bruised.

RECOVERING THE DEAD. 








The Victims of the Homestake Mountain 
Avalanche. 

DeEnveER, Cot., April 28.—The rescuing 
party which left Leadville carly Suuday 
morning for the scene of the terrible ca- 
lamity at the Homestake Mine, reached 
its destination at eight o’clock. Several 
excavations were made before the cabins 
could be located. The first one found 
contained provisions, etc. No _ bodies 
were found here. 

The bunk house was next reached, 
where eleven bodies were found. One 
body stood erect with the head thrown 
forward as if listening; the whole posi- 
tion indicating apprehension. Near him 
lay one of his companions in the bunk, 
his face downward and arms crossed 
under the head. Several logs lay on the 
body. ‘Three bodies were found in the 
upper bunk, clasped in each other’s 
arms, and so strongly were they inter- 
laced as to require the efforts of six men 
to separate them. One man was found 
beside his bunk in an attitude of prayer. 
Ip another part of the cabin were two 
bodies crushed between fallen timbers. 

The other bodies found were lying 
about the cabin as if thrown from the 
bunks bya shock. Owing to the fact 
that all of the faces were covered with 
half an inch of mold, the features could 
not be recognized. No doubt death was 
caused by suffocation in nearly every 
case. A clock and watch were found 
which had stopped precisely at 3:30. 
From letters and papers found, it is be- 
lieved the slide occurred about the 20th 
of February. The report that some of 
the men had been seen a fortnight ago. 
proved to be without foundation. The 
bodies were brought to Leadville. The 
victims are: Martin B. Borden, Sylves- 
ter Borden, Horace W. Matthews, Jno. 
Matthews, John Lock, John Burns, 
Charles Richards, Chris. Harvey, Robert 
Campbell and John Burnes.

A FATEFUL FIRE. 


Twelve Firemen Entombed in the Rains 
of Falling Walls—The Injured.

A BAD SMASH. 

Collision, With Fatal Results, on the Iron 
Mountain Road, Near St. Louls—A Lot of 
Rallroad Magnates Shaken Up—The

Winson, John N. Hutchinson, Directors 

of the Texas Pacific, all of Philadel- 

phia; Philip Toland, of the Pennsylvania 

Railroad; C. E. Satterlee, of New York, 

Secretary and Treasurer of the Texas Pa- 

cific; ex-Governor John C. Brown, Gen- 

eral Solicitor Southwestern system, and 

Superintendent Kerrigan of the Iron 

Mountain Road. 

The special had the right of way, but 
through a misunderstanding of the train 
dispatcher the conductor and engineer of 
the Montesano train did not get 
instructions to wait until the special 
had passed. The road at the point 
of the collision follows under the 
high bluffs along the river, and the track 
necessarily makes a good many sharp 
curves. ‘The special train was moving at 
arate of about thirty miles an hour, 
while the other train ran about twenty- 
tive miles an hour, and came upon each 
other at the apex of a very sharpcurve. 


THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


The engineer of the special, Wm. Stev- 
epson, was badly injured internally and 
received various bruises and_ scalp 
wounds. His engineer, Louis Christ, 
was caughtin the wreck and both his 
legs torn from his body, and his chest 
was crushed in. 

Philip Toland, a nephew of General 
Wistar, of the Texas & Pacific Road, and 
connected with the locomotive depart- 
ment of the Pennsylvania Road, had re- 
ceived permission from Superintendent 
Kerrigan to ride on the engine of the 
special, and he, like the fireman, was 
caught in the debris and frightfully 
mangled, one leg having been torn off 
and his chest crushed in, killing him in- 
stantly. 

Ex-Governor Brown, Second Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Texas & Pacific, was thrown 
forward to the floor and his shoulder dis- 
located. 

General Wistar was slightly hurt on the 
head, and all were more or less shaken 
up and bruised.

RECOVERING THE DEAD. 





The Victims of the Homestake Mountain 
Avalanche. 

Denver, Cor., April 28.—The rescuing 
party which left Leadville early Suuday 
morning for the scene of the terrible ca- 
lamity at the Homestake Mine, reached 
its destination at eight o’clock. Several 
excavations were made before the cabins 
could be located. The first one found 
contained provisions, etc. No bodies 
were found here. 

The bunk house was next reached, 
where eleven bodies were found. One 
body stood erect with the head thrown 
forward as if listening; the whole posi- 
tion indicating apprehension. Near him 
lay one of his companions in the bunk, 
his face downward and arms crossed 
under the head. Several logs lay on the 
body. ‘Three bodies were found in the 
upper bunk, clasped in each other’s 
arms, and so strongly were they inter- 
laced as to require the efforts of six men 
to separate them. One man was found 
beside his bunk in an attitude of prayer. 
In another part of the cabin were two 
bodies crushed between fallen timbers. 

The other bodies found were lying 
about the cabin as if thrown from the 
bunks bya shock. Owing to the fact 
that all of the faces were covered with 
half an inch of mold, the features could 
not be recognized. No doubt death was 
caused by suffocation in nearly every 
case. A clock and watch were found 
which had stopped precisely at 3:30. 
From letters and papers found, it is be- 
lieved the slide occurred about the 20th 
of February. The report that some of 
the men had been seen a fortnight ago 
proved to be without foundation. The 
bodies were brought to Leadville. The 
victims are: Martin B. Borden, Sylves- 
ter Borden, Horace W. Matthews, Jno. 
Matthews, John Lock, John Barns, 
Charles Richards, Chris. Harvey, Robert 
Campbell and John Burnes.

An Onerous and Responsible Posi- 
tion in Retail Stores. 


Talks With the Man Who Meets You at the 
Door of a Dry-Goods Establishment— 
Shoplifters the Bane of His 

Existence. af 





One of the most responsible positions 
held in a retail store is that of floor- 
walker. There is hardly a retail dry- 
goods establishment of any size in the 
country that doesn’t employ one or 
more of them. To the customer who 
is directed to different departments by 
these affable and neat looking individ- 
uals, they seem to occupy about the 
same position in the store that a guide- 
board does at a country cross roads, but 
their duties extend beyond the simple 
work they seem to perform. The floor- 
walker first sprang into favor in alead- 
ing retail house in New York. where 
several sharpers were accidentally de- 
tected appropriating goods, without 
taking the precaution to put the price 
down in adyance. The opportunities 
offered to thievishly inclined custom- 
ers to “nip” articles of considerable 
value in the aggregate, when they had 
only the eyes of the clerks to fear, were 
numerous, and they carried on their 
thievery with considerable profit 
to themselves and expense to the pro- 
prictors of the establishment. In con- 
versation with the Herald reporter, a 
floor-walker in one of the largest re- 
tail houses in this city said: “The re- 
sponsibility that rests upon our shoul- 
ders is by no means light. We have to 
keep our eyes open and be on the qui 
vive every minute of the day. We must 
be on duty as soon as trade opens in 
the morning and remain until the doors 
are closed at night, and we get no rest. 
We are obliged to be on the move con- 
stantly, keeping as far as possible 
every customer under our eye just so 
long as he or she is within our range of 
vision. The job is not a ‘snap’ by 
any means. Floor-walkers are noth- 
ing more nor less than detectives, but, 
of course, it wouldn't do for us to be 
looked upon by the public in that light, 
as the majority of the people who 
come here to do their trading are 
honest, and to give them to understand 
that they were doing business under 
the eye of suspicion, would no doubt 
ruffie the dignity of many of them and 
drive them away, 80 we call ourselves 
floor-walkers, and the people are satis- 
fied.’ 

In answer to the reporter's query, if 
people were often detected in the act of 
taking goods, he replied: ‘‘Oh, yes, 
there is hardly a day passes that we do 
not discover somebody stowing away 
Jaces or remnants of silk and velvets 
when the attention of the clerk is at- 
tracted in some other direction. More 
of this business is done in winter than 
summer, as the heavy cloaks of the 
ladies enable them to conceal articles 
which it would be impossible for them 
to get out of sight when dressed in 
summer apparel. I speak of women 
exclusively, as it is them we have to 
fear. I have been employed in several 
large establishments in various cities 
and never knew of a man being de- 
tected in getting away with goods 
while pretending to be a a sce 
The majority of men are too clumsy in 
handling dry goods to attempt to filch 
them in broad daylight. The people 
we catch stealing are hardly ever pros- 
ecuted unless they are found to be pro- 
fessional ‘counter-workers,’ in which 
case they are summarily dealt with. 
You will be surprised when I tell you 
the class of people we have to watch 
closest are shop girls and ladies in the 
intermediate grade of society. Some 
women, no matter where you find 
them within the pale of civilization, 
have an unconquerable passion for 
dress, and though they may enter adry 
goods store with absolutely honest in- 
tentions their conscientious scruples are 
often overcome by the fascinating array 
of rich goods and they attempt to gain 
by stealth that which they have not the 
money to honestly obtain. When 
caught in the act of pilfering you can 
hardly imagine the contrition of these 
poor creatures. They don’t seem to 
realize what they have done until 
they are found out. There would be 
no satisfaction to the house in prose- 
cuting such girls. It is more than 
likely that. they have never been 
guilty of a crime of this nature before, 
and to bring them into open court and 
disgrace them before the eyes of the 
— would, in nine cases out of ten, 

arden their consciences, and they 
would drift into a current that would 
carry them to ultimate ruin.’’ 

“Yes, it requires considerable will 
power to prompt one of our profession 
to walk up to an innocent-looking 
woman and accuse her of a crime of 
which we know she is guilty, and 
which we are sure she will strenuously 
deny. We avoid doing this in the open 
store when possible, but usually get 
her to enter the private office under 
some pretext, and then as quietly as 
ossible uncover her guilt. A novice 
in the business is rarely caught at 
thieving the second time. I remember, 
while in a New York house a few years 


ago, a singularly pretty girl came inte 
the store one afternoon, and, oing to 
the hosiery department, had fe clerk 
lay before her a fine display of foot- | 
wear. After looking the stock over | 
she made a trifling purchase, and 
turned to leave. I noticed that as she 
came down the store she walked witha 
hurried step that seemed unnatural, 
and her cheeks were highly flushed, 
while she kept her eyes fixed on the 
door as if she was measuring the dis- 
tance, inch by inch, that lay between 
her and the sidewalk. I at once felt 
assured that she had been doing some- 
thing that made her uneasy, and when 
I laid my hand on her arm she started 
as if she were stung, while a look of 
fright came into her face. On my in- 
vitation she reluctantly followed me 
into the office, where I told her that she 
must give up the articles she had stolen. 
At first she showed signs of indignation 
and accused me of insulting her; but I 
was sure I was right, and told her if 
she did not doas requested I should 
get an officer to search her. This 
threat had the desired effect, and in the 
midst of hysterical sobbing she took 
several valuable pairs ef silk hose from 
beneath her cloak. The sorrow of the 
irl was painful to behold, and on her 
nees she begged me not to make her 
— public. 
he strangest part of the’story, how- 
ever, is that two years later the same 
girl was married to a well-known busi- 
ness man, and the secret of her first 
and only attempt at shoplifting lies 
between her and myself. We some- 
times make mistakes and suspect per- 
sons who prove to be innocent. In a 
case like this there is always more or 
less music in the atmosphere, and 
when the matter gets to the ears of the 
firm we are set upon so hard that it 
makes our bones ache. According to 
the law of human nature we get no 
credit for the good work we do, but 
when we make a blunder we never 
hear the last of it. You often read 
nowadays of kleptomaniacs, and they 
seem to be increasing yearly. Why, 
there are ladies in-this city who move 
in the best society and _ possess 
all the money necessary to 
meet their demands, but they can 
hardly enter a dry goods store without 
appropriating some _ article, and, 
strange as it may seem, they very sel- 
dom take anything of material value; 
they don’t seem to choose anything be- 
cause of its worth, but mechanically 
pick up the first article they can ap- 
ropriate when they think no one is 
ooking. We have to watch them from 
the moment they enter the store until 
they leave. 

‘Professional shoplifters are hard to 
catch; they are as cool, calm and col- 
lected when ‘nipping’ a roll of lace or 
silk as a corpse, and they do it so 
deftly it is seldom they are detected. 
A shoplifter rarely enters a store alone, 
but brings an accomplice with her, 
who engages the clerk in conversation 
and diverts his attention while she gets 
away with whatever she can conven- 
iently stow away. She always dresses 
elegantly to disarm suspicion, and the 
various plaits and trimmings on her 
skirt conceal the openings of large 
pockets into which the ‘swag’ is deft! 
slipped. Shop-lifters are more com- 
mon in New York and Boston than in 
Chicago, as they easily find receivers 
for their stolen goods who pay them 
such a price as makes their vocation 
profitable. Of course we are not free 
from shoplifters by any means, but the 
Eastern cities seem to be headquarters 
for them. It is not seldom that clerks 
are in league with these thieves. 
While I was in a Boston house we had 
a saleslady who had been with the 
firm two years, and was one of 


the best clerks they had in the 
establishment. One day a new 
floor-walker made his  appear- 
ance. A sober, sharp-looking fellow, 


who had little to do with his associates, 
but attended strictly to business. He 
seemed to be very solid with the pro- 
prietors from the start, and often held 
protracted private consultation with 
them. This surprised the other boys, 
but they were completely torn up when 
about six months after his appearance 
he had found the trusted saleslady 
guilty of taking goods from the store. 
As the matter developed it was found 
that she was in league with one of the 
worst gang of shop-lifters in the city, 
and was a confederate of theirs when 
she first entered the employ of the 
house. It had been discovered that 
valuable goods were disappearing, 
and the new floor-walker was a detec- 
tive employed to discover the guilty 
party. It took him six months, but he 
got there at last. When we found that 
goods had been taken from under our 
very noses and we had not suspected 
it, we felt that we were more orna- 
mental that useful. Floor-walkers, as 
a class, are well paid; many of the 
shrewdest men in the New York and 
Boston houses get as high as six thous- 
and dollars a year, but the majority get 
from five hundred to twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars. Yes, we are well paid, 
but our work is tedious and our re- 
sponsibility heavy.’’—Chicago Herald.

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The Rhea Plant. 


The Indian Rhea plant possesses such 
a tenacious fiber that it was long ago 
pointed out that it would be of great 
value for various manufacturing pur- 
poses; but a difficulty stood in the way, 
because of there being no machine 

by which the grower could pro- 

— vod it a clean - unbroken fiber 
fit for market. Thereupon, the Indian 
Government offered a valuable prize to 
the inventor of the coveted machine. 
At the recent Calcutta exhibition, nine 
machines were shown of more or less 
merit, but only one fulfilled all the con- 
ditions laid down by the authori- 
ties. This is called the Universal Fiber 
Cleaning Machine, and its main feature 
consists of an iron drum upon which 
several metal beaters are bolted. As 
it revolves, a jet of water releases the 
refuse loosened by the beaters, and al- 
so softens the gummy matter hy which 
the fibers are bound together. The cost 
ef the machine is small, and it can be 
driven by steam or by bullocks. —_It is 
anticipated that this invention will 
open up a new source of textile in- 
dustry, and will be especially valuable 
in certain distr'cts of India where the 
Rhea plant grows wild and has been 
hitherto looked upon as cumbering the 
ground.—N. Y. Post.
